The Winterport Planning Board has met regularly in 1982. The 
first order of business was preparation of the Planning Board Ordi- 
nance, which was passed by the voters at the annual Town Meeting 
in March. This restructured the Board to allow for seven voting 
members. It also set the Board’s rules and responsibilities to the 
Town. 


In accordance with this article and at the request of the 
Selectmen, the Planning Board has begun work on a comprehen- 
sive plan, to be presented for voter approval at a future Town 
Meeting. This document, if accepted, will serve as an inventory of 
the Town’s resources and hopefully will be a guide to Winterport 
should it continue to grow as it has in the past ten years. Members 
of the Board and other interested citizens are preparing reports 
for the document in areas such as agriculture, commercial devel- 
opment, Town services, land use and protection of the environ- 
ment. The plan will continue to be worked on in 1983 and it is 
hoped that the public will participate in the discussions. Accord- 
ing to schedule, it is anticipated that copies of the report will be 
available prior to the 1984 Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board continues to review subdivision applica- 
tions, although the explosion of several years ago has subsided for 
now.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT WATER DISTRICT 


No major problems have been experienced during the past 
year. However, the Trustees became more concerned about the 
condition of the water system and what would be required to up- 
date it to present day reliability standards for assurance of plenty 
of safe water for consumption and fire fighting requirements. 


The Trustees engaged Anderson-Nichols-Ames, an engineering 
firm from Bangor, to make a study of the water system and come 
up with recommendations for (1) adequate storage facilities, (2) 
water main extension and repair or replacement, and (3) replace- 
ment of the present tar-paper pump shelter with a permanent 
shelter large enough to house an additional pump. 


The study confirmed that the old standpipe, erected in 1896, 
is in very bad condition and must be replaced with a new and larger 
one. It also showed that some of the old mains need cleaning to 
increase flows and others need to be replaced with larger sizes. 


If the recommendations of the study are carried out it would 
quite likely improve the fire insurance rating for the town and re- 
sult in reduced fire insurance costs for everyone. 


We have applied to the Farmers Home Administration for a 
grant and loan to allow us to proceed with the recommended im- 
provements. If the application is approved we should be able to 
start on the work this coming year.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT 


1982 saw the completion of the interceptor sewer and outfall 
to the Penobscot River. All old sewer lines formerly going to the 
river are now intercepted by the new main so that only one entrance 
conveys the sewage well out into the river. Final cost of Contract 
1 was $308,756.41. 


The District has obtained a loan of $47,000.00 from the 
Farmers Home Administration and a grant of $50,000.00 to cover 
the cost of the contract not funded by the State or Federal 
Government. In addition the District is still assured of up to 
$136,000.00 in grant funds from Farmers Home Administration, 
which will be used to help on the cost of Contract 2, construction 
of the treatment plant itself. 


Section 301 (h) of the Clean Water Act provides for less 
treatment of sewage discharging to marine waters. Winterport ap- 
pears to meet all the requirements of the section. The Department 
of Environmental Protection has made the necessary application 
for us to the Environmental Protection Agency. If approved only 
primary treatment will be required, i.e., only removal of settleable 
solids and disinfecting before discharge. 


The effective date of the Environmental Protection Agency 
regulation was December 27, 1982. This means that this has de- 
layed final design of the treatment plant. However, the plans are 
now complete and have been forwarded to the various agencies 
whose approval are required. These plans are for primary treat- 
ment only and if approved will result in considerable savings in 
construction costs and some reduction in operation costs, mainly 
due to greatly reduced energy requirements.

In our opinion, with the exception of the omission of a statement 
of general fixed assets, the aforementioned financial statements 
present fairly the financial position of the various funds of the 
Town of Winterport, Maine at December 31, 1982, and the results 
of operations of such funds for the year then ended in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental schedules presented on Schedule ~ 
1, 2 and 3 are not necessary for a fair presentation of the financial 
statements, but are presented as additional supplementary data. 
This information has been subjected to the tests and other audit- 
ing procedures applied in the examination of the financial state- 
ments mentioned above and in our opinion is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a 
whole. 


In connection with our examination, we also (1) made a study and 
evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control,

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 1982 


Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town operates under a Selectman-Manager form of govern- 
ment and provides the following services: public safety (police and 
_ fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and social services, 

_ culture-recreation, education, public improvements, planning and 
zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to govern- 
ments. The following is asummary of the more significant policies. 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds and account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government re- 
sources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be 
spent and the means by which spending activities are con- 

- trolled. The various funds are grouped, in the financial 
Statements in this report, into two broad fund categories 
as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating 

} fund of the Town. It is used to account for all financial re- 
sources except those required to be accounted for in an- 
other fund. 


Capital Project Funds — Capital Projects Funds are used to 
account for financial resources to be used for the acquisi- 
tion or construction of major capital facilities (other than 
those financed by proprietary funds, Special Assessment 
Funds, and Trust Funds.) 


Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than special assessments, expendable trusts, or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures 
for specified purposes. 


og 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets 
held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for 
individuals, private organizations, other governments, and/ 
or other funds. These include Expendable Trust and Nonex- 
pendable Trust Funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for in essentially the same manner as proprietary 
funds since capital maintenance Is critical. Expendable 
Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same man- 
ner as governmental funds. 


Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expendi- 
tures or expenses are recognized in the accounts and report- 
ed in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates 
to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of 
measurement focus applied. 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the modified accrual basis of account- 
ing. Revenues are recognized when they become measur- 
able and available as net current assets. Property taxes are 
recognized as income when receivable from taxpayers. 
Other taxpayer accessed income is considered ‘“measurable 
when in the hands of the government and is recognized as 
revenue at that time. Anticipated refunds of such taxes are 
recorded as liabilities and reductions of revenue when they 
are measurable and their validity seems certain. Interest 
and lien costs are recognized as revenue when collected.

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred. Exceptions to this general rule include: (1) ac- 
cumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and in- 
terest on general long-term debt which is recognized when 
due. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. Their 
revenues are recognized when they are earned, and their ex- 
penses are recognized when they are incurred. 


Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
The Town follows these procedures in establishing the bud- 
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getary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve 
the budget at a town meeting. 

2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital 
Projects Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 

D. Investments

Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which ap- 
proximates market. 


E. Accumulated Unpaid Vacation, Sick Pay, and Other 
Employee Benefit Amounts 


Accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other em- 
ployee benefit amounts are not accrued in governmental 
funds (using the modified accrual basis of accounting). 


F. Total Columns on Combined Statement — Overview 


Total columns on the Combined Statements — Overview 
are captioned Memorandum Only to indicate that they are 
presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these 
columns do not present financial position, results of oper- 
ations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such 
data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations 
have not been made in the aggregation of this data. 


| Note 2 — Inter Fund Payables 


At December 31, 1981 the General Fund recognized obligations 

_ to the Trust Fund for $18,302.03 due to the Airport-Drags Ac- 
count (See Note 5) and $600.00 due to the Reserve for Govern- 
ment Land. 


At December 31, 1982 the General Fund recognized receivables 
from the Trust Fund of $525.71, $300.00 due from the McKin-

It is my duty and pleasure to submit this annual report 
for the Town of Winterport. 


It has been another busy year for your local government. 
Major decisions have been made regarding our solid waste disposal. 
The discovery of ledge, closer to the surface than previously 
found, cut short the life span of our landfill. The present transfer 
station provides a short term solution to the problem while we 
explore the possibilities of constructing a new landfill or contin- 
uing Our participation in the regional incineration project. 


1983 also saw improvements made in the Town Office. Besides 
making it a more attractive facility, we have saved over $1,000.00 
in fuel oil and electricity since 1982. A large portion of the project 
was funded by a State Energy Grant matching our contribution. 


A highlight for many people in Town was undoubtedly the 
decrease in property taxes. The 1983 tax rate was decreased by 
more than one mil without a corresponding increase in the Town’s 
property valuation. 


In conclusion, | would like to thank the Town’s elected of- 
ficials, boards and committees, and employees for all their help 
over the past year. It has been a pleasure to work with them.

According to the Maine Planning and Land Use Laws, a 
“Comprehensive Plan shall mean a compilation of policy state- 
ments, goals, standards, maps and partinent data relative to the 
past, present and future trends of the municipality with respect 
to its population, housing, economics, social patterns, land use 
and water resources and their use, transportation facilities and 
public facilities prepared by the municipal planning board, agency 


or office.” 


During 1983, the Planning Board continued to spend much 
of its time and energy on the Comprehensive Plan. It had become 
_ clear that the task is beyond the capabilities of this volunteer 
board. 


We are, therefore, hoping to engage the services of a pro- 
fessional agency to help us finish the Plan and to handle the 
technical aspects of the Plan.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT WATER DISTRICT 


A contract was awarded in September to Thomas DiCenzo, 
Inc., for construction of an 800,000 gallon water storage tank, a 
precast concrete pumping station, 915 feet of 8 inch water main, 
4,610 feet of 10 inch water main, and 2,900 feet of 12 inch water 
main, with necessary fittings, valves, and hydrants. The tank is 
located behind the town recreation area and the pump house will 
be located adjacent to the old pump house on Lowes Brook. 
Work proceeded into December with the tank 98 percent complete 
and most of the new mains in the ground. The contract should be 
completed in April or May, weather permitting. 


Not included in the work was painting of the new tank 
which will be accomplished under a separate contract in the spring. 


Financing of the project is by a loan of $367,000 and a grant 
of $409,000 from the Farmers Home Administration. Increased 
costs due to interest on the loan portion and depreciation have 
required an increase in the rates — the first since 1969.

Note A: Construction in Progress: 


The District is engaged in the construction of a new stand- 
pipe and other system improvements with a total estimated cost 
of $706,000. The project is presently financed by $700,000 
bank notes due March 6, 1984, with interest at 7.25%. Expendi- 
tures in 1983 including net interest expense amounted to 
$261,914. 


Final funding will be by an FmHA grant of $339,000 and 
a bond issue of $367,000 with interest at 7.125%, payable over 
40 years as is the District’s other long term debt of $180,608 
bearing interest at 5%. 


Note B: The District filed rates effective January 1, 1984, 
which were designed to produce annual revenues of $79,780 
and meet its debt and operating obligations.

REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT 


After reports of excess flow problems due to infiltration and 
excessive inflows at sewage treatment plants in the State the De- 
partment of Environmental Protection requested that a study be 
made of our system. This was accomplished in April by the James 
W. Sewall Company. It did show that during spring runoff or ex- 
tremely wet periods the capacity of the treatment plant would be 
exceeded. To take care of these excess flows the sewage pump 
station is being redesigned to include a swirl concentrator which 
will remove the solids from flows above plant capacity. 


Construction of the plant and pump station is expected to 
be underway this year with completion in 1985.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
of the Town of Winterport, Maine for the year ended December 
31, 1983 listed in the foregoing table of contents. Our examina- 
tion was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and accordingly included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of general fixed assets and, 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial 
report. 


In our opinion, with the exception of the omission of a statement 
of general fixed assets, the aforementioned financial statements 
present fairly the financial position of the various funds of the 
Town of Winterport, Maine at December 31, 1983, and the results 
of operations of such funds for the year then ended in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental schedules presented on Schedule 
1, 2 and 3 are not necessary for a fair presentation of the financial 
statements, but are presented as additional supplementary data. 
This information has been subjected to the tests and other audit- 
ing procedures applied in the examination of the financial state- 
ments mentioned above and in our opinion is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a 
whole. 


In connection with our examination, we also (1) made a study 

and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting con- 
trol, (2) performed tests of compliance with the Revenue Sharing 
Act and regulations as required by the Audit Guide and Standards 
for Revenue Sharing and Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Recipients 
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issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the 
Treasury. 


Based on these procedures, we noted no instance of noncompliance 
with the regulations as applied to the financial statements of the 
Town of Winterport, Maine for the year ended December 31°1983.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 1983 


Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town operates under a Selectman-Manager form of govern- 
ment and provides the following services: public safety (police and 
fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and social services, 
culture-recreation, education, public improvements, planning and 
zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to govern- 
ments. The following is a summary of the more significant policies. 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds and account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government re- 
sources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be 
spent and the means by which spending activities are con- 
trolled. The various funds are grouped, in the financial 
statements in this report, into two broad fund categories 

as follows: 


Gavernmental Funds 


; General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. It is used to account for all financial re- 
sources except those required to be accounted for in an- 
other fund. 


Capital Project Funds — Capital Projects Funds are used to 
account for financial resources to be used for the acquisi- 
tion or construction of major capital facilities (other than 
those financed by proprietary funds, Special Assessment 
Funds, and Trust Funds.) 


Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than special assessments, expendable trusts, or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures 
for specified purposes. 
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Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets 
held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for 
individuals, private organizations, other governments, and/ 
or other funds. These include Expendable Trust and Nonex- 
pendable Trust Funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for in essentially the same manner as proprietary 
funds since capital maintenance is critical. Expendable 
Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same man- 
ner as governmental funds. 


Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expendi- 
tures or expenses are recognized in the accounts and report- 
ed in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates 
to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of 
measurement focus applied. 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the modified accrual basis of account- 
ing. Revenues are recognized when they become measur- 
able and available as net current assets. Property taxes are 
recognized as income when receivable from taxpayers. 
Other taxpayer accessed income is considered ‘“measurable”’ 
when in the hands of the government and is recognized as 
revenue at that time. Anticipated refunds of such taxes are 
recorded as liabilities and reductions of revenue when they 
are measurable and their validity seems certain. Interest 
and lien costs are recognized as revenue when collected. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred. Exceptions to this general rule include: (1) ac- 
cumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and in- 
terest on general long-term debt which is recognized when 
due. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. Their 
revenues are recognized when they are earned, and their ex- 
penses are recognized when they are incurred. 


Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
The Town follows these procedures in establishing the bud- 
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getary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve 
the budget at a town meeting. 


2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital 
Projects Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 

D. Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which ap- 
proximates market. 


E. Accumulated Unpaid Vacation, Sick Pay, and Other 
Employee Benefit Amounts 


Accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other em- 
ployee benefit amounts are not accrued in governmental 
funds (using the modified accrual basis of accounting). 


F. Total Columns on Combined Statement — Overview 


Total columns on the Combined Statements — Overview 
are captioned Memorandum Only to indicate that they are 
presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these 
columns do not present financial position, results of oper- 
ations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such 
data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations 
have not been made in the aggregation of this data. 


Note 2 — Inter Fund Payables 


At December 31, 1983 the General Fund recognized receivables 
- from the Trust Fund of $6,990. 78 due from the Cushing Ceme- 
tery Trust Fund.

To the Citizens of Winterport: 
The year of 1984 was a busy year for the Fire Department. 


The number of calls for the year was 62, an increase over last 
year’s 55. The main reason for this was fourteen (14) grass fires 
in two hours one night with two other departments helping us. 

As in the past, chimney fires have been a big problem as well 
as the grass fires. 


People who wish to burn grass are required by the State of 
Maine to have a permit twenty four (24) hours a day, three 
hundred sixty five days a year to burn anything. These permits 
_ may be obtained by calling the Town Fire Warden Leroy Nelson or 
~ the Fire Chief. 


As in the past we have had training sessions and work 
: sessions. The men have volunteered their time. 


In the year 1984 we updated our Radion system so we have 
better coverage for the fire department and the Ambulance 
Service. 

This year we are in hopes to replace a tank truck which is in 
need of a lot of repairs and is twenty years old and is too small 
and light for the job it has to do. By building the truck with our 
own manpower it can be done for half the price it would cost to 
have it done on the outside. 

As in the past we have served the Town well and hope to in the

The 
only way we can continue is through your purchase of subscrip- 
tions and paying such bills as may be rendered for non- 
subscription services. 


A subscription covers only Emergency calls and only family 
members who live at a residence on a permanent basis.

REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT, INC. 


Another year has passed and the Town still has no waste- 
water treatment plant. The problem of what method to use to take 
care of the excess flows from rain, snowmelt and high ground 
water, has delayed construction. Our Engineers recommended 
installation of a swirl concentrator which would remove the 
greater portion of the solids and pumping the cleaned wastewater 
overboard to the river. However, the Department of Environmental 
Protection Staff did not agree to pumping the wet weather excess 
wastewater and instead recommended installation of two over- 
flows at low points and pumps at low laying sources. According to 
present regulations this would require the District to repair or re- 
place, over a period of time, the sewer system which would entail 
very considerable expense. In January DEP (and EPA) agreed to 
fund their share (75% and 15%) of the swirl concentrator costs 
but not the wet weather pumps. Despite the added cost to the Dis- 
trict the Trustees believe this to be the most economical and 
environmentally sound method and have authorized the Engin- 
eers to proceed with final design. The project should be 
ready for bidding in March with plant completion in 1986. 


A waiver of secondary treatment was finally obtained from 
EPA mainly as a result of actions by the DEP and others. This 
waiver reduces the cost of construction of the treatment plant 
and yearly operation expense. 

Mrs. Viola Thibodeau continues as our Secretary-Treasurer 
and Mr. Charles Rancourt as Superintendent.

The accompanying supplemental schedules presented on 


Schedule 1, 2 and 3 are not necessary for a fair presentation of 
the financial statements, but are presented as additional sup- 


plementary data. This information has been subjected to the 


tests and other auditing procedures applied in the examination 
_ of the financial statements mentioned above and in our opinion 
is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial 
Statements taken as a whole. 
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In connection with our examination, we also (1) made a study 
and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting 
control, (2) performed tests of compliance with the Revenue 
Sharing Act and regulations as required by the Audit Guide 
and Standards for Revenue Sharing and Antirecession Fiscal 
Assistance Recipients issued by the Office of Revenue Shar- 
ing, U.S. Department of the Treasury.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 1984 


Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town operates under a Selectman-Manager form of gov- 
ernment and provides the following services: public safety 
(police and fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and 
social services, culture-recreation, education, public improve- 
ments, planning and zoning, and general administrative 
services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport conform to” 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to 
governments. The following is a summary of the more signifi- 
cant policies. 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds and account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, 
revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. 
Government resources are allocated to and accounted for 
in individual funds based upon the purposes for which they 
are to be spent and the means by which spending activities 
are controlled. The various funds are grouped, in the 
financial statements in this report, into two broad fund 
categories as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for in 
another fund. 


Capital Project Funds — Capital Project Funds are used to 
account for financial resources to be used for the 
acquisition or construction of major capital facilities (other 
than those financed by proprietary funds, Special 
Assessment Funds, and Trust Funds.) 
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Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than special assessments, expendable trusts, or 
major capital projects) that are legally restricted to 
expenditures for specified purposes. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets 
held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for 
individuals, private organizations, other governments, 
and/or other funds. These include Expendable Trust and 
Nonexpendable Trust Funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds 
are accounted for in essentially the same manner as 
proprietary funds since capital maintenance is critical. 
Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the 
same manner as governmental funds. 


. Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expendi- 
tures or expenses are recognized in the accounts and 
reported in the financial statements. Basis of accounting 
relates to the timing of the measurements made, regard- 
less of measurement focus applied. 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are ac- 
counted for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Revenues are recognized when they become measurable 
and available as net current assets. Property taxes are 
recognized as income when receivable from taxpayers. 
Other taxpayer accessed income is considered ““measur- 
able” when in the hands of the government and is recog- 
nized as revenue at that time. Anticipated refunds of such 
taxes are recorded as liabilities and reductions of revenues 
when they are measurable and their validity seems certain. 
Interest and lien costs are recognized as revenue when 
collected. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred. Exceptions to the general rule include (1) ac- 
cumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and inter- 
est on general long-term debt which is recognized when 
due. 
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accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. Their 
revenues are recognized when they are earned, and their 
expenses are recognized when they are incurred. 

C. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
The Town follows these procedures in establishing the bud- 
getary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve 
the budget at a town meeting. 


2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital 
Projects Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 


D. Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which 
approximates market. 


E. Accumulated Unpaid Vacation, Sick Pay, and Other Em- 
ployee Benefit Amounts 


Accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other em- 
ployee benefit amounts are not accrued in governmental 
funds (using the modified accrual basis of accounting). 


F. Total Columns on Combined Statement — Overview 


Total columns on the Combined Statements — Overview 
are captioned Memorandum Only to indicate that they are 
presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in 
these columns do not present financial position, results of _ 
operations, or changes in financial position in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is 
such data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund elimin- 
ations have not been made in the aggregation of this data.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Citizens of Winterport: 


The year of 1985 was another busy year for the Fire Department. 

The number of calls this year was 50, a decrease of 12 over last 
year. 

As in the past chimney fires have been a big problem a total of 21. 

This year we were called on for Mutual Aid 8 times which was a 
real incrase in this category. 

People who wish to burn anything such as grass, rubbish or debris 
are required by the State of Maine to have a fire permit (24) twenty- 
four hours a day (365) three hundred sixty-five days a year to burn. 
These permits may be obtained by calling the Town Fire Warden, 
Leroy T. Nelson or the Fire Chief. 

As in the past we have had training sessions and work sessions. 
The men have volunteered their time. 

This year we are replacing our Old Tank Truck with a new one. 
We have built this truck with a lot of volunteer labor. 

The Town raised ($25,000.00) Twenty Five Thousand dollars the 
Fire Department members put ($5,000.00) Five Thousand dollars of 
their own which they raised by suppers, raffles, and a yard sale. The 
best price we could get on the truck built outside was over 
($62,000.00) Sixty two thousand dollars which saved the tax payers 
a large sum of money. 

We wish to thank Trask Auto Sales for the car to raffle off. 

As in the past we have served the Town. well and hope to in the 
future. 

Anyone wishing to join the Fire Department is more than welcome 
we meet the first Sunday of each month at 7:00 p.m.

This year we held seven (7) Well-Baby Immunization Clinics. At 
the clinics we offer lead screening, fluoride distributions, eye testing 
for three year olds, and hematocrits along with the immunizations 
and physicals. If you would like more information on the clinics con- 
tact Eleanor Condon, Chairperson of the clinics, 223-4432. We would 
like to extend our thanks to Dr. Samuel Wagner and the Public 
Health Nurses, for their help with the clinics. 


We also have sickroom equipment that is available on loan to all 
Winterport residents. All we ask is that the items not be taken out of 
town and returned when finished with them. The equipment 
available consists of walkers, hospital beds, bed rails, wheelchairs, 
commodes, quadcanes, crutches, and weights. We also have blood- 
pressure cuffs and stethoscopes available for people trained in their 
use. This year we purchased a wheelchair, two mattresses for the 
hospital beds and a quadcane. Sickroom equipment is kept at the 
Town Office and may be obtained week-days from 9 A.M. - 5 P.M. 
and week-ends by contacting Kathy White, 223-5746, or any H. C. 
member. 

Two years ago we started an Infant Safety Seat Program for in- 
fants to’9 months, or up to 20 lbs. It has been a very successful pro-

Note 1 - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town operates under a Selectman-Manager form of government and pro- 
vides the following services: public safety (police and fire), highways 
and streets, Sanitation, health and social services, culture-recreation, 


education, public improvements, planning and zoning, and general admin- 
istrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The 
following is a Summary of the more significant policies. 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
Separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, 
as appropriate. Government resources are allocated to and 
accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which 
they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are 
controlled. The various funds are grouped, in the financial state- 
ments in this report, into two broad fund categories as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Capital Project Funds - Capital Projects Funds are used to account 

for financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction 
of major capital facilities (other than those financed by proprietary 
funds, Special Assessment Funds, and Trust Funds.) 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for 
the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than special assess- 

ments, expendable trusts, or major capital projects) that are legally 
restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for assets held by the 
Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, private 
organizations, other governments, and/or other funds. These include 
Expendable Trust and Nonexpendable Trust Funds. Nonexpendable Trust 
Funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner as proprietary 
funds since capital maintenance is critical. Expendable Trust Funds 
are accounted for in essentially the same manner as governmental funds.

Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or 
expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the finan- 
cial statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the 
measurements made, regardless of measurement focus applied. | 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recog- 
nized when they become measurable and available as net current assets. 
Property taxes are recognized as income when receivable from tax- 
payers. Other taxpayer accessed income is considered "measurable" 
when in the hands of the government and is recognized as revenue at 
that time. Anticipated refunds of such taxes are recorded as lia- , 
bilities and reductions of revenue when they are measurable and their 
validity seems certain. Interest and lien costs are recognized as 
revenue when collected. 


| 
Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual : 
basis of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. | 
Exceptions to this general rule include: (1) accumulated unpaid : 
vacation, sick pay, and other employee amounts which are not accrued; 
and (2) principal and interest on general long-term debt which is 

recognized when due. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
when they are earned, and their expenses are recognized when they are 
incurred. 


Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 


The Town follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements: 


1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve the budget 
at a town meeting. 


2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital Projects 
Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP). 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which approximates 
market.

2. Any person, corporation, or other legal entity which 
violates this Ordinance shall be liable to the town in a civil action for 
any injury or damage to town property caused by such violation and 
reasonable attorneys fees on behalf of the town which shall be 
assessed by the Court. 

3. This Ordinance authorizes the town to install or repair a 
culvert or drain that is the source of a violation of this Ordinance 
after giving written notice to the person, corporation, other legal en- 
tity which is responsible for the obstruction. The written notice shall 
provide that the obstruction must be repaired to the satisfaction of 
the Road Commissioner within 10 days from receipt of the written 
notice (receipt shall be presumed to be 3 days after said notice is 
deposited in the United States Mail). Repairs by the town may in- 
clude but shall not be limited to any necessary ditching or road 
repair in the area of said obstruction. The expense of said installa- 
tion or repair by the town plus reasonable attorney’s fees may be 
recovered by the town in civil action against the person, corporation 
or other legal entity which is responsible for the said obstruction. 


4. In addition to the damages set out in Section 3, any person, 
corporation, or other legal entity which violates this Ordinance and 
which fails to repair the obstruction to the satisfaction of the Road 
Commissioner as of the tenth day after receipt of written notice as 
specified in Section 3, shall be liable to the town in a civil action for 
a penalty of $200.00 for each violation. Each day of non-compliance 
with this Ordinance shall constitute a separate violation. Said civil 
action may be joined with or be separate from the civil action refer- 
red to in Sections 2 and 3 of this Ordinance.
